Pilate 
terefore being willing to ſave Jeſus, aſked 
e people, whom they would have him re- 
aſe to them, Barabbes, or Jeſus who is called 
briſt, (Matt. xxvii.) For he knew that for 
envy they proſecuted him: and his wife 
had ſent to him, to deſire that he would do 
nothing againſt that juſt man: for that ſhe 
had fufered that day many things in a dream 
becauſe of him.

to Silas to remain at Antioch, 

After ſome days, Paul propoſed to Bar- 
nabas, that they ſhould return and viſit the 
brethren in all the cities, wherein they had 
preached the word of the Lord. But upon 
ſome difference of ſentiments, with regard to the 
nking with them John Mak, who before had 
left them, they ſeparated one from the other; 
and Barnabas taking Mark failed for Cyprus: 
But Paul choſe Silas and departed being recom- 
mended by the brethren to the grace of God. 
And he went through Syria and Cilicia confirm- 
ing the churches, and commanding them to keep 
the precepts of the apoſtles and the ancients. 
When he came to Derbe and Lyſtra he found 
there a diſciple whoſe name was Timothy, to 
whom the brethren that were at Lyſtra and Ico- 
num gave good teſtimony. Him Paul took 
dong with him for the work of the miniſtry. 
And the churches in thoſe parts were ſtrengthened 
in faith, and encreaſed in number daily. 

From hence the apoſtle carried the goſpel 
into the provinces of Phrygia and Galatia. The 
particulars of theſe expeditions are not recorded 
dy St, Luke in the Acts: but the apoſtle him- 
ſelf has told us, with regard to the Galatians, 
(Galat. iv.) that they received him as an Angel 
of God, even as Chriſt himſelf : and this with 
lv much affection, that if it could have been 
done they would even have pluckt out their own 


eyes and would have given them to him. Some 
1 Jewiſh 
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Jewiſh teachers ſought afterwards to bring them 

under the law of Moſes ; and to perſwade them 
to be circumciſed : which was the occaſion of St. 
Paul's writing his Epiſtle to the chutches of 
Galatia; by which they were ſet right in this 
matter, and tzught to Rand to their Chriſtian 
liberty. 

Alter the preachers had gone through Phryeia 
and Galatia ; and were forbidden by the Holy 
hofl to preach the word in Atta (minor) they 
came into Myſia: and when they were there, 
attempted to go into Bit bynia : : but the Spirit 
of Jeſus ſuite: ed them not. o paſſing throuzh 
Mylia they went dowu to Troas. And here 
a viſion was ſhe we d to Paul in the night, by 
which he was invited to paſs over into Macedo- 
nia, and to he 10 them there, To follow this 
divine call, they ſailed from Troas (having 
Luke in thei} company) and landed at Philippi, 
the chief city of that part of Macedonia and a 
Roman colony. Here by their preaching they 
laid foundations of that flouriſhing church, 
to which the Apoſtle gives ſuch great encomiums, 
in the epilile he af! erwards wrote to them, when 
he was in bands at Rome. But here, as almoſt 
every where elſe, they met with afflictions and 
perſ-cutions ; and this upon the following occt- 
ſion. “ As we went out to prayer, ſays dt. 
* Luke, (Acts xvi.) a certain damſel poiſeſſed 
« with a ſpirit of divination (or pretending to 
ce tell fortunes) which brought her maſters much 


e gain by divining, followed Paul and us, crying 
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„ gut: Theſe men are the ſervants of the molt 
4 high God, who ſhew you the way to fal\a- 
4 tion, And this ſhe did many days, Til] 
«& Paul being gricved, turned and ſaid tothe ſpi- 
a rit: I command thee in the name of Jeſus 
6& Chriſt to go cnt from her, And he went out 
& the fame hour. Bit her matter, ſering that the 
& hone of their gain was gone, apprehended 
& Paul aid Silas, and brought them to the 
„ magiſtrates ſeving : I hele men cifturb our 
city being Jews: and preach a faſhion 
& which it is not lawful {cr us to receive nor 
u obſerve, being Romans. And the multitude 
roſe up together againſt them and the-: magi- 
„ ftrates rending off their cloaths commanded 
them to be beaten with rods. And when 
they had laid many ſtripes upon them, they 
caſt them into priſon, charging the jaylor to 
keep them ſafely, who having received ſuch 
a charge thruſt them into the inner priſon 
and made their fect fall in the ſtocks, 1 
« At midnight Paul and Silas prayed and 
ſung praiſes to God: and the priſoners heard 
them. And ſuddenly there was a great earth- 
quake, ſo that the foundations of the priſon 
were ſhaken. And preſently all the doors 
were opened, and every ones bands were 
looſed. And the keeper of the priſon awake- 
ing, and ſeeing the priſon doors open, drew 
his ſword, and would have killed himſelf 
ſuppoſing that the priſoners were all fled. But 
Paul cried out with a loud voice; Do by 
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they coming out of the priſon, after they be 
ſeen and comforted. the brethren went aws 
to Theſſalonica. 
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ſelf no harm, for we are all here. The 

calling for a light he went in, and trembling 

fell down at the feet of Paul and Silas. And. , 
bringing them out he ſaid : Maſters, wha © 
what muſt I do that I may be ſaved ? But 
they ſaid : Believe in the Lord Jeſus : an 
thou ſhalt be ſaved and thy houſe. Then he 
cok them the fame hour, and waſhed their T 
ſtripes. And they ſpoke the word of the 
Lord to him and to all that were in his houſe 
and himſelf was baptized; and all his houſe 
immediately? And when he had brough 
them into his own houſe, he laid the table 
for them, and rejoiced with all his houſe be 
lieving God, And when it was day the mz 
giſtrates ſent the ſerjeants ſaying : let tho 
men go.

They that conducted Paul brought him: 
far as Athens: where his ſpirit was ſtirred u 
within him, ſeeing the city wholly given t 
idolatry. He diſputed therefore in the (vn 

ogue with the Jews and with them that ſerve 
God, and in the market place every day wit 
them that were there. And certain philoſ 
pheis of the Epicurcans and of the Stoicks di 
puted with him: and ſome ſaid : What is 
that this babler would ſay? But others: 
ſeemeth to be a ſetter forth of new gods: be 
cauſe he preached to them Jeſus and the reſu 
rection. And taking him they brought him 
Areopagus (the great judgment hall) to give a 
account there of his new doctrine, Here t 
apoſtle taking occaſion from an inſcription 
had ſeen upon one of their altars, To TH 
UNKNOWN GoD; preached to them the tr 
and living God, whom they knew not, ! 
great Creator of all things, in whom we Ii 
move and be: declaring to them the vanity 
their idols; and that God now called upon 
men to repent, having appointed a day of ud 
ment to come; and a great judge (even bis f 
the man Jeſus Chriſt) whom he had raiſcd iro 
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When he mentioned the reſurrection of the 
ead, ſome indeed mocked: but others ſaid : 


We will hear thee again concerning this matter. 


o Paul went out from among them. But cer- 
ain men adhered to him and believed: among 
hom was alſo Dionyſus the Arcopagite, and a 
roman named Damaris, and others with them. 
From Athens Paul went to Corinth (the capi- 
il city of Greece) and there lodged with Aquila 
nd Priſcilla (Chriſtian) Jews, who were lately 
ome away from Rome, becauſe Claudius had 
aniſhed all the Jews from thence, Here he 
aloned in the ſynagogue every ſabbath day, 
nd perſuaded the Jews and Greeks. And when 
las and Timothy were come to him from 
lacedonia, he was more earneſt, in preaching 
nd teſtifying to the Jews that Jeſus is the 
rift, But they gainſaying and blaſpheming, 
e ſhook his garments and ſaid to them: your 
lood be upon your own heads: I am clean: 
om henceforth I will go to the Gentiles, So 
eparting thence he entred into the houſe of 
Litus Juſtus a worſhipper of God, whoſe houſe 
ned to the ſynagogue.

\ F TER this Paul taking with him Aqui! 
and Priſcilla, failed to Epheſus (the chi 
city cf Afia minor) and left them there. But h 
himſelf entring into the ſynagogue reaſoned wit 
the Jews; and when they deftred him to tarry 
longer time with them, he conſented not ; bu 
took his leave, ſaying I will return to you aga 
God willing. Departing from Epheſus he faile 
to Cefarea, and went up to Jeruſalem and (|: 
luted the church. And fo came down to Anti 
och; where he made ſome ſtay. Then ate 
going through the country of Galatia and Phr 
gia in order, and confirming all the diſciple 
he came at length to Epheſus. Here he foun 
certain diſciples 3 and inquired of them woneihe 
they had received the Holy Ghoſt, ſince the 
believed? But they ſaid to him: we have 10 
ſo much as heard whether there be a Holy Gh 
And he ſaid : In what then were you baptizC 
They ſaid in John's baptiſm. | 
Then Paul faid : John baptized the peo! 
with the baptiſm of penance, ſaying, that 1! 
ſhould believe in him, who was to come all

theſe things they were baptized in che name of 
the Lord Jeſus. And when Paul had impoſed 
Lis hands upcn them, the Holy Ghoſt came up- 
on them, and they ſpoke with tongues and pro- 
pheſied. Now they were in all about twelve 
men. 

But before Paul was come to Epheſus there 
came thither a certain Jew named Apollos, a 
native of Alexandria, an cloquent man, and one 
mighty in the ſcriptures. 1 his man was in— 
ſtructed in the way of the Lord; and being fer- 
vent in ſpirit, ſpoke and taught diligently the 
things that are of the Lord Jeſus, knowing only 
the baptiſm of John. I his man therefore began 
to ſpeak boldly in the ſynagogue. V\ hom when 
Priſcilla and Aquila had heard they took him to 
them, and expounded to him the way of the 
Lord more diligently. And whereas he was de. 
lirous to go to Achaia, the brethren wrote to 
the diſciples to receive him. Who when he was 
come to Corinth helped them much who had 
believed. For with much vigour he convinced 
the Jews publickly, ſhewing by the ſcriptures 
that Jeſus is the Chriſt. 

But now Paul being come to Epheſus for the 
ſpace of three months, he ſpoke boldly in the ſyna 
rogue, diſputing and perſwading the things con- 
cerning the kingdom of God. Put when ſome 
were hardned and believed not, but ſpoke evi! 
of the way of the Lord bcfore the multitude, he 
departed from them, and ſeparated the diſciples ; 
diſputing daily in the ſchool of one Tyrahnus

And this continued for the ſpace of two years; 
ſo that all they who dwelt in Aſia heard the word 
of the Lord buth Jews and Gentiles. And God 
wrought gre-t mi:acles by the hands of Paul, 
So that even there were brought handkerciicf 
or aprons from his bedy to the ſick; and the 
diſeaſes departed from them, and the wicked 
ſpirits went out from them. 

Now ſome alſo of the Jewiſh excrciſts, that 
went about, attempted to invyke over them that 
had evil ſpirits the name of the Lord Jeſus; 
ſaying I adjure you by Jeſus whom Paul 
nrcacheth Aud there were ſeven men, ſons of 
Sceva a Jew a chief prieſt that did this. But 
the evil ſpirit anſwering ſaid to them: Jeſus | 
now, and Paul I know: But who are you! 
and the man in whom the evil fpirit was Ie.ping 
pon them and maſtering them, forced them to 
nec wourded and naked out of that houſe. 
and this was known to all the Jews and Gen— 
tiles that dweit at Epheſus: and fear fell on 
them all; and the name of the Lord Jeſus was 
magnified. And many of the believers came 
confeſſing and declaring their deeds, And many 
of them that had followed curious »rts, brought 
their books together and burnt them before all: 
2nd counting the price of them they found the 
money to be fifty thouſand pieces of filver: ſo 
mightily grew the word of God and was 
itrengthened both in the city of Epheſus, and in 
all the province of Aſia minor. 
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In the mean time the envy and malice of de-

al viis and men ceafed not to rafſe viglent perfecu- 
vord tions azainſt the Apoiile (us he declares, 1 Cor. 
(304 xv. 3i, 32, and 2 Cor. i. 8, 9.) till upon oc- 
aul. caion of the tumult of the ſilbveiſtnichs, he took 
us leave of Epheſus, aud ſet forward to go into 
* Macedonia. n

HE Apoſtle went from Epheſus to Troas 
for the goſpel of Chriſt (2 Cor. ii. 12, &c.) 
where a door wa; opened to him in the Lord: 
45 * Wout as he did not find Titus his brother (whom 
he expected from Corinth) he had no reſt in his 
ſpirit, but bidding them farewell he went from 
thence to Macedonia, However he gives God 
thanks, that in every place where he came he 
cauſed him to triumph in Chriit Jeſus, and 
made manifeſt the {weet odour of his knowledge 
by him, to his own greater glory and the falva- 
tion of ſouls. But as the labuurs of the Apottie 
Very where produced great fruit ſo were they 
trery where rewarded with tribulations and per— 
ſecutions. And thus when he had left Epheſus, 
(where he ſays he had feught again/? bea/ts, was 
prejjed out of meaſure above bis ſitrengtb, and ated 
ery day) and was come to Macedonia; “ our 
* fleſh, ſays he 2 Cor. vii. ſtill had no reſt, but 
7 „ we ſuffered all tribulations: combats without,

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CHAP. XVIII. 
Paul's Fourney to Jeruſalem, Acts xx, xxi. 


ROM Corinth, Paul to avoid the danger} 
from the ſews, who laid in wait for him as 
he was about to ſail into Syria, returned into 
Macedonia. And from thence he ſailed to 
Troas with Luke in his company; where we 
abode ſays this holy writer, ſeven days. And 
on the firſt day of the week (the Lords day) 
«© when we were aſſembled to break bread, 
* Paul diſcourſed with them, being to depart 
© on the mozrow, and he continued his ſpeech 
© until midnight. And there were a great 
© number of lamps in the upper chamber where 
«© we were aſſembled. Now a certain youth 
* named Eutychus, fitting on the window, 
„being oppreſſed with a deep ſleep (as Paul 
was long prezching) by occaſion of his ſleep 
fell from the third loft down, and was taken 
up dead. Then Paul went down to him, 
and laid himſelf upon him : and embracing 
him he ſaid : Be not troubled, for his ſoul is 
in him. Then going up and breaking bread 
and taſting, he continued to talk a long time 
to them until day light, and ſo departed, 
And they brought the youth alive, and were 
not a little comforted. 

« Then Paul going aboard the ſhip failed te 
Miletus: and from thence ſending to Ephelus 


he called to him the ancients of the church 
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and made to them the following diſcourſe ? 
You know from the firſt day that I came into 
Alta, in what manner I have been with you 
for all the time; ſerving the Lord with all 
humility, and with tears, and temptations 
which befel me by the conſpiracies of the 
Jews: How I have kept back nothing that 


* was profitable to you, but have preached it 


to you, and taught you publickly, and from 
houſe ta houſe : teſtifying both to J-ws and, 
Gentiles, penance towards God, and faith in 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, And now behold I 
go bound in the ſpirit to Jeruſalem : not 
knowing the things that ſhall befal me there; 
ſave that the Holy Ghoſt in every city witneſ- 
ſeth to me, ſaying : that bands and afflictions 


wait for me in Jeruſalem. But I fear none 


of theſe things, neither do I count my life 
more precious than myſelf, ſo that I may 
conſummate my courſe, and the miniſtry of 
the word, which I have received from the 
Lord Jeſus, to teſtify the goſpel of the grace 


of God. And now behold I know that all 


vou among whom I have gone, preaching 
the kingdom of God ſhall fee my face no 
more. Wherefore I take you to witnels this 
day, that I am clear from the blood of all 
men. For I have not ſpared to declare to 


« you all the counſel of God. Take heed to 


yourſelves and to the whole flock, wherein 
the Holy Ghoſt hath placed you biſhops, to 


« rule the church of God which he hath pur- 
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« From hence Paul failed into Syria, 20 
came to Tyre: where he tarried fever i 01 
with the diſciples: who ſaid to bim mog

Then departing we went forward, 
lays St, Luke they all bringing us on our 
way, with their wives and children, till we 
were out of the city : and we kneeled down 
on the ſhore and we prayed. And when we 
had bid one another farewel, we took ſhip— 
and came to Ptolemais : and ſaluting the 
brethren we abode one day with them. And 
the next day departing we came to Ceſarea. 
And entring into the houſe of Philip the evan- 

geliſt, who was one of the ſeven firſt deacons, 
we abode with him. And he had four daugh- 
ters virgins, who did prophecy. And there 


came from judea, while we were there the 


prophet Agabus : who took Paul's girdle and 
binding his own feet and hands he ſaid : Thus 
faith the Ho! y Ghoit ; The man whole girdle 


this is the Jews all bind in this manner at 


Jereſalem, and ſhall deliver him into the 
iands of the Gentiles. And when we had 


heard this, both we, and they that were of 


that place, deſired him that he would not 
go up to Jeruſalem. Then Paul anſwered 

and ſaid : what do you mean weeping and 
afflicting my heart ? For I am ready not only 
o be bound, but to die alſo in Jeruſalem, 
for the name of the Lord Jeſus. And when 
we could not perſwade him, we ceaſed, 
ſaying: the will of the Lord be done. So 
we went up with him to Jeruſalem : where 
the brethren received us gladly.”

FIT ER ſome days, when Paul was in 
tne temple, certain Jews of Aſta ſecing 
him there, ſtirred up all the people, and lad 
hands upon him, crying out: Men of l[frael 
help: This is the man that teacheth al men 
every where againſt the people and the law, and 
this place : and moreover hath brought in Gen- 
tiles into the temple, and hath violated this holy 
place, For they had ſeen Trophimus the Ephe- 
ſian in the city with him, whom they ſuppoſed 
that Paul had brought into the temple. And 
the whole city was in an uproar : and the peo- 
ple ran together, And taking Paul they drew 
him out of the temple—and as they went about 
to Kill him it was told the tribune (who com- 
manded the troops in the caſtle) that all Jeru- 
ſalem was in confuſton, Who forthwith taking 
with him foldiers and centurions ran Gown to 
them. And when they ſaw the tribune and the 
ſoldiers they left off beating Paul. | 
Then the tribune took him and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains : and demand- 
ed who he was, and what he had done ? And

Now when it was day, mor 
than forty of the Jews gathered together an 
bound themſelves with an oath that they woule 
neither eat nor drink till they had killed Paul 
Of which when the tribune had been inform 
he ſent away Paul by night guarded by a detach 
ment of ſoldiers, to Felix the governor at Ce 
ſarea: and gave notice to his accuſers, that the 
ſhould go down and plead before the governor. 

After five days Ananias the high prieſt will 
ſome others of the ancients going down accuſc 


Paul before the governor, of railing ſeditio 


among all the Jews throughout the world, an 
of being the author of the ſedition of the ſect: 
they called it of the Nazarenes : and that he ha 
alſo gone about to profane the temple : co 
plaining withal of Lyſias the tribune, for havin 
violently taken him out of their hands, whe 
they would have judged him according to the 
law. But Paul anſwering maintained his inne 
cence as to all they alledged againſt him: prc 
feſling at the ſame time his faith in Chriſt, | 
belief of the ſcriptures, and of a reſurrectio 
and judgment to come; in expectation of whid 
he ſtudied always to have a conſcience void ( 
offence towards God and towards men. 

Felix having heard both ſides put them © 
ſaying: when Lyſias the tribune ſhall con 
down LI will hear you. And he commande 
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centurion to keep Paul, and to let him be eaſy, 
ind not to forbid any of his friends to miniſter 
to him. And after ſome days Felix came with 
Druſilla his wife who was a Jeweſs and ſent for 
Paul, and heard of him the faith that is in 
Chriſt Jeſus. And as he treated of juſtice and 
of chaſtity and of the judgment to come, Felix 
being terrified anſwered : For the preſent go thy 
way: but when I have a convenient time I will 
ſend for thee. 

The unhappy man took no further notice of 
this grace: but hoping that money ſhould be 
given him by Paul, kept him ſtill priſoner, 
till at the end of two years, he was ſucceeded in 
the government by Porcius Feſtus. The Jews 
immediately applied to the new governor, de- 
firing that Paul might be brought to Jeruſalem, 
with a deſign to kill him in the way. Feſtus 
anſwered that Paul was kept in Ceſarea; and 
that he himſelf would very ſhortly depart thi- 
ther : and therefore they might go down with 
him and accuſe him there. And when he had 
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inc arried with them no more than eight or ten 
£ ft days, he went down to Ceſarea, and the next 
1 lay he fat in the judgment ſeat; and commanded 
recio 


Paul to be brought. And when he was brought, 


wud the Jews that were come down from Jeruſalem 


id Fliood about him, objecting many and grievous 

accuſations, which they could not prove : while 

= ; Paul anſwered for himſelf, Neither againſt the 
COu 


aw of the Jews, nor againſt the temple, nor 
22ainſt Ceſar have I offended in any thing. But 
P — Feſtus 
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Feitus willing to do the Jews pleaſure, ſaid to 
Paul, wilt thou go up to Jeruſalem, and there 
de judged of theſe things before me? Paul an- 
Iweried: I ftand at Ceſar's judgment ſeat, where 
I (as being a Roman) aught to be judged. Ty 
the Jews I have done no injury, as thou very 
well knoweit—and therefore no man may de- 
liver me to them: I appeal to Ceſar, Then 
Feſtus after he had conferred with the council, 
anſwered: Haſt thou appealed to Ceſar? To 


Ceſar thou ſhalt go, 


After ſome days king Agrippa came down to 


Cefarea, to ſalute Feſtus. 


And while he was 


there, the governor having told him of Paul, he 


was deſirous to hear him. 


So on the next day, 


when the king and his ſiſter were come with 
great pomp, and had entred into the hall of au- 


dience, with the tribunes and principal men of 


the city, at the commandment of Feſtus Paul 
was brought forth: who addreſſing himſelf to 
the king gave him an account of his life, and 
in particular of his converſion and miraculous 
call to the Chriſtian faith: and how in conſe- 
quence of this call, he had preached Chriſt both 
to Jews and Gentiles : teaching no other things 
than what Moſes and the prophets had foretold: 
viz. that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and ſhould be 
the firſt that ſhould riſe from the dead, and 
ſhould ſhew light to the people and to the Gen- 


tiles, &c. 


Now as he was ſpeaking theſe things, Feſtus, 
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who was a heathen and a ſtranger to the ſcrip-

ulous Acts XXVII, XXVII. 

_ HEN it was determined that Paul ſhould 
gings fail into Italy, he was delivered with 
wy ther priſoners to a centurion named Julius, and 


4 be iat on board a ſhip of Adrumetum : Ariſtarchus 
3 the Macedonian and Luke being in the com- 
Zen- ny. When they arrived at Nlyra in Ii cia, 
ney found there a ſhip of Alexandria failing in- 

0 Italy, into which the centuripn 1emoved the 
Mioners, From! hence they failed to Crete, 
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with a deſign to winter in one of the havens o 
that iſland : but before they could obtain thei 
purpoſe, they were overtaken with a violen 
ſtorm, which Jay upon them for fourteen days 
ſo that they gave themſelves up for loſt, Bu 
Paul encouraged them; aſſuring them, ther 
ſhould be no loſs of any man's life among 
them, but only of the ſhip. For, ſaid he, a 
Angel of God, whoſe J am, and whom 
ſerve, ſtoud by me this night, ſaying : Fear no 
Paul, thou muſt be brought before Ceſar : and 
behold God hath given thee all them that ai 
with thee, Wheretore Sirs, be of good cheer 
&c. But we muſt come upon a certain iſland 
He alſo beſought them to take ſome meat f. 
their health's ſake, for they had been faitin 
- fourteen days—and he himſelf taking bread, ar 
givir.g thanks to God in the preſence of the! 
all began to eat. Then were they all of bette 
cheer, and they alſo took ſome meat. No 
there were in all in the ſhip, two hundred three 
ſcore and fixteen ſouls, 

In the concluſion on the fifteenth day, having 
diſcovered land, in making towards the ſhore 
they ran the ſhip aground, ſo Paul was ſhip 
wreckt for the fourth time: but both he and al 
that were in the ſhip got ſafe to land. whe 
we had eſcaped, ſays St. Luke, we knew thi 
the iſland was called Melita (Malta.) But d. 
people ſhewed us no ſmall courteſy. For kind 
ling a fire they reſreſned us all, becauſe of th 
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gathered together a bundle of ſticks, and had 
Jaid them on the fire, a viper coming out of the 
heat faſtened on his hand. And when they ſaw 
the beaſt hanging on his hand, they ſaid one to 
another. Undoubtedly this man is a murtheter, 
who though he hath eſcaped the fea, yet ven- 
geance ſuffereth him not to live. And he in- 
deed ſhaking the beaſt off into the fire fuffered 
no harm, But they ſuppoſed that he would be- 
gin to ſwell up, and that he would ſuddenly fall 
down and die, But after they had looked a 
great while, and ſaw no harm come to him, 
changing their minds, they ſaid he was a god. 

Now in theſe quarters were poſſeſſions of the 


chief man of the iſland named Publius, who re- 


ceived us, and for three days entertained us cour- 
teoufly, And it happened that the* father of 
Publius lay ſick of a fever and of a bloody flux. 
So Paul went in to him, and when he had pray- 


ed laid his hands on him and healed him. 
Which being done all that had diſcaſes in the 
Iſland came and were healed : who alſo honoured” 


us with many honours, and when we were toſet 
ail, they laded us with ſuch things as were he- 
cellary. So after three months, we failed in a 
[hip of Alexandria, that had wintered in the 
land : and we came to Syracufa, where we 
tarried three days. From thence conipaffing by 
the ſhore we came to Rhegium : and the ſecond 
day after we arrived at Puteoli 
Naples) where we found brethren, and were 
leſired to tarry with them ſeven days. And fo 
2 we 
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we went to Rome. From whence the brethren 
having heard of us, came to meet us as far ay 
Appii Forum and the. Three Taverns : whom 
when Paul had ſeen he gave thanks to God, and 
took courage. 

When we came to Rome Paul was ſuffered 


preaching to them the kingdom of God, and 


ſus Chriſt, with all confidence, without prohi- 
bit ion. So that if the apoſtle was a priſoner 
the word of God was not bound : but on the 
contrary as he tells the Philippians (Chap. 1. 
12, 13.) ** The things which had happened to 
* him fell out rather to the furtherance of the goſ- 
«© pel : ſo that his bands were made manifeſt in 
% Chriſt, in all the court (of the Emperour) and 
© in all other places; and had even made converts 
< in Nero's own houſe :” as may be gathered 
from Philip. iv. 22. Where he tells them, all the 
ſaints ſalute you : eſpecially they that are of 
Ceſar's houſehold. | 
From this priſon the apoſtle alſo wrote to the 
Epheſians, and to the Coloſſians (who had been 
converted to Chriſt by the preaching of Epa- 
phras) and a ſhort letter to Philemon, an illuſ- 
trious Chriſtian of Coloſſa; e. to 
nis mercy and charity his fugitive ſervant : ne- 
mus 


w 


to dwell by himſelf, with a ſoldier that kept him. 
And thus for two whole years he remained a 
priſoner there in his own hired lodging; in the 
mean time, receiving all that came in to him; 


teaching the things which concern the Lord Je- 
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ſimus whom he ſtileth his ſon, whom he had 
begotten in his bands. 

After theſe two years impriſonment, the Apoſ- 
tle was ſet at liberty, and returned again to his 
apoſtolick labours and conflicts. Although we 
know but little of the particulars of them be- 
cauſe St. Luke only carries his hiſtory of the 
Acts of the Apoſtles to St. Paul's firſt impriſon- 
Only it appears from the epiſ- 


terval in the iſland of Crete : where alſo he 


Jeft his diſciple Titus, with inſtructions to order 


the things that were wanting, and to ardain 
prieſts or biſhops in every city. (Titus i.) 

He afterwards returned again to Rome : and 
was again a priſoner there, as we learn from his 
ſecond epiſtle to Timothy. And here at length 
he finiſhed his courſe by a glorious martyrdom,

A ſhort Account of the Lives and Deaths; 
the other Apoſiles ; and of the Churches 
by them eſtabliſhed. From the beſt Mo- 
numenis of Antiquity. | 


T. Peter, after having had a principal ſhare 
as we have ſeen from the Acts, in eſtabliſh- 
ing the church of Chrift in Jeruſalem and ai 


Judea, and firſt admitting the Gentiles into its 
pale: removed to Antioch. the capital city of 


the Orient. Where according to the ancient 


he. held his ſee for ſeven years. During which 


time he made his apoſtolick excurſions, to pro 

zate the kingdom of Chriſt into the province 
of Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Afia minor ant 
Bithynia, and there brought over great number 
to the faith: to whom alſo he addreſſed his tw: 
epiſtles. Then going to Rome the capital c 
the world, he ſet up there the ſtandard of the 
croſs of Chriſt, and eſtabliſhed a very numerou 
church in that city which he made his ow 

articular ſee ; and in that quality the capita 
of Chriſtendom : which was afterwards muc 
enlarged by St. Paul, From Rome the fait 
was quickly ſpread through the reſt of Italy 
and from thence by degrees paſſed to all the othe 
regions of the weſt, Africa, Spain, Gaul 
Britain, &c. All which received the goſpe 
from Rome, by the miniſtry of preachers, 1 
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* by the Apoſtles Peter and Paul or by their ſuc- 
ceſſors. From Rome alſo St. Peter ſent his 
diſciple St. Mark the Evangeliſt to found the 
great church of Alexandria, and the other 
churches of Egypt, Ly bia and Pentapolis, which 
this Saint eſtabliſhed in great perfection: as was 
ſufficiently evidenced by the fruits theſe fields 
produced ; not only when they were hrſt ſowed, 
but for four hundred years after, both in the cities, 
ſhare and in the wilderneſſes. In fine, the church of 
bliſh- Rome was not only happy in being planted by 
nd al the two moſt glorious Apoliles Peter and Paul;

And their monuments are honoured in that city 
to this day 

As to the other Apoſtles, St. Andrew, ac- 
cording to the ancients preached the faith of 
Chriſt in Scythia, Thrace, Epirus and Achata, 
where he ſealed it with his blood, dying upon a 
croſs at the city of Patras, From whence his 
body was afterwards tranſlated to Conſtantinople, 
merouy in the time of the emperor Conſtantius. 
s OWE St. John carried the goſpel into the great em- 
CapilaF pire of the Parthians ; and directed his firſt epiſ- 
a mucſſſe (which breaths nothing but cłarity in both its 
e fall branches, and the neceſſity of good works) to 
Italy Yhis converts there: as appears from the ancient 
e otheFtitle of that epiſtle. In the latter part of his 

Gaul lite he ſettled in the leſſer Ha; and there found- 
: golpMed, or directed and governed all the Aſiatick 
IS, A | churches, 
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churches, till he was carried priſoner to Rome, 
to bear teſtimony to the faith of Chriſt by 
martyrdom. After his miraculous delivery he 
was baniſhed into Patmos: from whence he 
wrote his Revelation; directed to the ſeven 
principal churches of Atia, viz, Epheſus, Smyrna, 
Pergamus, Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia and 
Laoaicia: Being releaſed from his baniſhment 
after the death of the tyrant Domitian, he return- 
ed to Epheſus, and there wrote his goſpel ; and 
there at length flept in the Lord, 

St. Thomas's firſt labours were in Meſopotamia z 
where by himſelf, or by his brother Thad, 
one of the ſeventy two diſciples of Chriſt, he 
received into the church Abgarus king of Ede//a 
and all bis people. After which he preached the 
faith to the Parthians, Medes, Perſians, Cara- 
manians,, Hyrcanians, Bactrians, and Hall 
Iudians; and at length ſealed it with his blood, 
St. Philip, after many labours in other pro- 
vinces, preached. the faith in the two Phrygias; 
as. the ancients aſſure us from undoubted monu- 
ments. And there at length he was martyred at 
Hierapolis, | | 

St. Bartholomew, carried the goſpel into India 
amongſt the Hrachmans; where St. Pantan 
above a hundred years after, found a remnant of 
the fruit of his preaching. (Euſebius L. i. C. 34. 
His laſt labours were in the greater Armenia: 
where he planted a numerous church, and War 
tered: it with his blood: The Armenians to ry 
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day honour St, Bartholomew and St. Thadzus as 
their Apoſtles, 

St. Maithew, after preaching and writing his 
goſpel in Judea, carried it amongſt other nations 
of the Eaſt and South. Ihe ancients particu- 
larly name Ethiopia, where allo he received the 
crown of martydom. 

St. Simon and St. Jude after many labours in 
different nations, weie mariyred in Per/ia. St. 
Matthias is faid to have planted the faith amongſt 
the barbarous people, lying between the Euxine 
and Caſpian ſeas, and there to have received the 
crown of martyrdom. which St. Barnabas after 
many labours and great fruit in divers countries, 
met with at Salamis in Cyprus, St. Mart at 
Alexandria, and St. Luke ia Achaia. 

St. James the leſs being made biſhop of Jeru- 
ſalem had the peculiar charge of the churches of 
Judea ; which were multiplied exceedingly un- 
der his adminiſtration, by the wonders of his 


works, and by the ſanctity of his life, to many 


myriads, or tens of thouſands. Acts xxi. 20. 
After his martyrdom, he had for his ſucceſſor 
bis brother St. Simeon; who by divine admoni- 
tion, removed with all his flock, before the laſt 
lege of Jeruſalem, to Pella beyond the Jordan: 
lo that the Chriſtian Jews were not involved in 
any of thoſe dreadful calamities, which overtook 
the relt of the nation in that fiege. St. Simeon 


ſurvived till the time of Trajan; and ſuffered a 
glorious martyrdom when he was 120 years old. 
Aſter whom the church of Jeruſalem had thir- 

teen 
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teen holy biſhops ſucceſſively, all of the Jewiſh! 
nation: till the city being entirely deſtroyed by 
Adrian, and a new one built up on a diſtefent MW mo 
ſpot, to which he gave the name of Alia; for-M the 
bidding any of the Jews to come near it; a M wh 
new church of Jeruſalem, compoſed of Chriſtian N of « 
Gentiles, was formed about the middle of the the 
ſecond century, of which St, Marcus was the WM frf 
firſt biſhop. See Euſebius, L. iv. c. 6. mar 

After the death of the apoſtles the ſucceſſion Y (A; 
of the church was continued by their diſciples Y 44 
whom they had ordained; and to whom they ara 
imparted the commiſſion and power which they ¶ in a 
had received from our Lord. The cbiefeſt Y ang 
among the diſciples of St. Peter and St. Paul at L. i 
Rome, were Linus, Cletus and Clement: who for 
had been their helpers in their life time, and to t 
were one after another their ſucceſſors after their by i 
death: and from them the ſucceſſion of biſhops 80 
in the church of Rome has been kept up to this Ales 
day. 

1 the diſciples of St. Peter, who helped 
him to propagate the church of Chriſt in tte 
weſt, one of the moſt eminent was St. Apollina- 
ris, who founded the church of God at Ka- 
venna, and there glorified God by martyrdom. 
There were alſo ſeven other diſciples {as we ale 
aſſured by ancient records) who were ordained h. 
biſhops by the apoſtles themſelves, and ſent by 
them into Spain: viz. Torguatus, Ctęſibhon, &. 
cundus, Indaletus, Cæcilius, Heſychius and Eu- 
phraſius : who were the fult fathers and founder! 
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of the Spaniſh churches, from whom the bi- 
ſhops there derive their ſucceſſion. 

Amongſt the diſciples of St. Paul two of the 
moſt eminent were St. Timothy whom he made 
the firſt biſhop of Epheſus; and St. Titus, to 
whom he intruſted the charge of the churches 
of Crete. With theſe we mutt join St. Dionyſius 
the Areopagite, whom the apoſtle ordained the 
firft biſhop of Athens who being crowned with 
martyrdom, was ſucceeded by St. Publius, who 


| ſuffered death for Chriſt under the emperor 


Adrian, anno 125. His ſucceſſor was St. Qua- 
dratus, a diſciple alſo of the apoſtles, and who 
in an eminent degree inherited both their ſpirit 
and their miraculous gifts; as Euſebius teſtifies, 
L. iii. c. 37. He wrote an excellent apology 
for the Chriſtian religion; which he preſented 
to that emperor who was then at Athens; and 
by it he put a ſtop to the perſecution. 

St. Mari had for his ſucceſſor in the ſee of 
Alexandria St. Anianus an admirable man, who 
had been his firſt convert there: Anzanus was ſuc- 
ceeded by Abilius, and he by Cerds, &c. Whilft 
in the ſee of Antioch, after St. Peter, Evcdius 
firſt ſat, and after him the great Ignatius, who 
was ſentenced by the emperor Trajan to be de- 
voured by wild beaſts at Rome, for his faith and 
confeſſion of Jeſus Chriſt. In his way thither 


he wrote ſeven epiſtles ſtill extant, full of an apo» 
ſtolical ſpirit : amongſt which the moſt remaik- 
able is his epiſtle to the Romans; in which he 
manifeſts his moſt ardent deſire of dying for 
8 Chriſt;

| Chriſt; and beys of them not to rob him of that 
happineſs; longing for theſe wild beaſts that 
were to diſpatch him, and ſend him to his love; 
and fearing leſt they ſhould ſpare him, as they 
had done other martyrs. He ſuffered anno 107, 

Amongſt the diiciples of St. John the Evan- 
geliſt one of the moſt eminent was St. Polycarp, 
ordained by him biſhop of Smyrna, and ſup- 
poſed to be the Anzel of the church of Smyrna, 
to whom our Lord bears teſtimony, Revel. ii, 
8, 9, 10. He after ſerving our Lord fourſcore 
and fix years, and ſhining from his candleftick 
as a bright light to all the churches of Aſia, gave 
teltimony to Chriſt by a glorious martyrdom, 
anno 166. Of which the church of Smyrna 
has given us a moſt authentick and edifying ac- 
count, This Saint wrote an epiſtle to the Phi- 
lippians, yet extant, and no ways unworthy cf 
a diſciple of the Apoſtles, 

Pathinus and Irenæus diſciples of St. Palycarp, 
eſtabliſhed the kingdom of Chriſt at Lyons and 
Vienna in the Celtick Gaul : and other apoſto- 
lick prelates, ſent from Rome by the ſucceſſors 
of St. Peter, in other parts of Gaul or France, 
And in Britain alſo under king Lucius the church 
of Chriſt was eſtabliſhed, by miſſioners fent by 
the ſame authority, 

And thus as we learn from the beſt authorities, 
within one hundred years after Chriſt, the Chii- 
ſtian religion was propagated by the diſciples and 
ſucceſſors of the apoſtles through the "”_- 
Known 
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known world, in ſpite of the oppoſition both of 
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earth and hell. 


Hence St. Juſtin in his 1 Tryphon | 


the Jew, p. 345, tells him, There are ſome

* nations, in which as yet none of your race 
(the Jews) have ever dwelt. But there is not 


+ ſo much as any one nation of men, eicher of 


Barbarians or Grecians, or of any other de- 
nomination whatſoever, or even of thoſe who 
live ia waggons inſtead of houſes, or that 
dwell in tents; in which prayers and eucha- 


* rifts are not offered to the Father and Maker 
of all things, in the name of Jeſus that was 


crucihed”, 
And St. Irenæus writing againſt hereſies, L. i. 
„ This faith the Church diſſeminated 
through the whole world keeps with great care. 
For though in the world there is variety of 
languages, yet the virtue of tradition- is one 
and the ſame. Nor do theſe churches that 
are founded in Germany, believe otherwiſe,. or 
deliver any other doctrine: nor thoſe which 
are in Hain; nor thoſe which are in Gaul; 
nor thoſe which are in the Eat; nor thoſe 
which are in Zgypt; nor thoſe which are in 
Lybia ; nor thoſe which are eſtabliſhed in the 
midſt of the world. But as the ſun the crea- 
ture of God is one and the ſame in the whole 
univerſe : ſo alſo the light of the preaching of 
the truth every where ſhines, and enlightens 
all men who are willing to come to the know- 
ledge of the truth”. So far St. Irenæus. ; 
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And Tertullian in his book againſt the Jews, 
Chap. vii, tells them, That now the various 


people of the Getulians; and the many coal!s 
of the Moors; and all the limits of the Hani- 
ards ; and the divers nations of the Garu!s; 
and the places of the Britons that are inac- 
ceſſible to the Romans, are ſubject to Chritt, 
As likewile the Sarmatians, and the Dactians, 
and the Germans, and the Scythians; and 
many remote nations and provinces, and 
many iſlands unknown to us, and which are 


innumerable; in all which places the name 
of Chriſt reigns”. 


And in his Apology, Chap. xxxvii, he tells the 
heathen perſecutors, that the Chriſtians are ſpread 
throughout all the univerſe, and have no other 
limits than thoſe of the world.“ Our origi- 


nal, ſays he, is but of late: and we fill al- 
ready all that your power reaches to; your 
Cities, your iſlands, your caſtles, your corpo- 
rations, your aſſemblies of the people, your 
very camps, your cite wards, your court, 
your ſenate, your forum; we have leſt you 
nothing to yourſelves but your temples”. 80
